'Guilty on all charges," announced

All five defendants were accused of 


having planned to blow up munition 
plants in America and Canada, steam- 
ships carrying supplies to the entente 
allies, railroad bridges, and military 
trains. 


Two actions wero included tn the 


trial. 
The defendants wore charged 


with a violation of the act of July '-, 
ISiio. by conspiring to restrain inter 
state and foreign commerce by de- 
stroying factories, railroads and steam- 
ships. The other action was for al- 
leged violation of sections 13 and 37 
ot the United States criminal code in 
conspiring to set on foot and to pro- 
vide and prepare means for a military 
enterprise to be carried on from with- 
in the United States against the ter- 
ritory and dominion of the King of 
Great Britain and Ireland.

British yards began to increase work 
on merchant shipping. 


From the above facts it would ap- 


pear that the United States has not 
taken lull advantage of tho fact that 
the principal other nations of tho 
TVorJd have been busy In warfare and 
have not had time to devote to ship- 
building. The ships 
built 
by the 


United States do little more than to 
keep good tho present tonnage, and 
are scarcely more In number than 
-would have been built had there been 
no -war. In fact, while the great con- 
flict has opened wide the door of op- 
portunity, it does not seem that many 
American manufacturers have gone In 
thereat. Instead they have been-con- 
tent to reap 
the 
Immediate profit 


which comes from war contracts, with- 
out at all laying plans for days to 
come. 
And later American shipbuild- 


ers and manufacturers generally may 
•regret the course which they have pur-

FUUJ?US Growth Attacks Many Varieties 


of Poplurk aud Coltonwoods. 


Although New 
York 
was not In- 


cluded ainoiiB the states where a. seri- 
ous fungus diuease of poplars was re- 
ported by tha federal authorities, the 
state college of agriculture announces 
that the disease has been 
found on 


Long Island. This flisease la similar 
in appearance to that which destroys 
the chestnut trees and may be found 
on any species of poplar 
or cotton- 


woods. 


Trees attacked by this fungus show 


cankers or depressed areas 
in the 


bark, th»-se spread rapidl^ and o'ften 
girdles the twig, limb or trunk of the 
tree, killing the part above the canker; 
the trees become ragged in appear- 
ance and finally die. This is especial- 
ly true of the Lombard/ poplars so 
often planted in rows along highways. 


The fungus which causes this dis- 


ease, according to the authorities, was 


i imported from Europe and is especlal- 


I ly severe on stored and transplanted 
nursery stock. 
The centers of infec- 


\ lion appear to be, in every case, either 
certain nurseries known 
to 
contain 


diseased trees, or points where poplarss 
from such nurseries have been planted.
